CHIEF SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

We have received a copy of the Report of 
one indefatigable Chief Superintendent of 
Education for Oannda West, tho Rev. E. 
Ryerson. The Report contains a largo 
amount of valuablo statistical information in 
connection with the Common Schools of 
Canada West. For a synopsis of which, we 
avail ourselves of tho following from the 
Globe :— 

Common Sonoors.—The Legislative grant 
apportioned to municipalities for 1856, 
amounted to £29,869; the amount provided 
by local municipal assessment was £54,526, 
£24,657 more than the sum requred by law, 
and an inerease of £9,402 over the amonnt 
of the local municipal assessment of 1855. 
Tho amount of School Trustees’ assessment 
for the same purpose, was £135,854, being 
an increase over the preceding year of 
£25,648. Tho amonnt of rate-bills was 
£34,966, being an increase of £4,159 over 
that of tho preceding year. The amount 
paid for maps and apparatns was £2,440, 
being an incrense ot £375. The amount ex- 
pended for school sites and school houses, 
was £42,807, being an increase of. £8,584. 
The amount expended for repairs and rents 
of school honses, was £10,196, being on in- 
crease of £4,275. Fuel, stationery, and 
other contingencies, cost £19,162, being an 
increase of £6,628. The amount paid to 
teachers was £194.920, being an increase ot 
£24,893, The total amount of expenditure 
for all common school purposes, for the year 
1856, was £269,527 ; to which if we add the 
salaries of local superintendents, £5,060, the 
grand total will be £274,587, or $1,098,348, 
being an increase over the preceding year of 
£44,708, 

These facts, when it is considered that they 
are tho voluntary work of the people in their 
several municipalities, are of great signifi- 
cance in the educational and social progress 
of the country, atid point ton future fall of 
hope and Jaden with the glorious fruits of a 
high civilization. 

Poriis—The Superintendent complains 
that several of the returns as to scliool at- 
tendance, are defective, and that another 
year's operfttion of the new system he has 
adopted to procure more full statistics on this 
point, will be necessary for the purpose of 
comparison, &c. 

The nomber of boys attending tle schools 
was 187,420, being an increase of 11,742. 
Tho number of girls was 118,725, being an 
increase of 11,539. The total number of 


pupils attending the common’ schools svas 
251,145, boing an incrense of 28,281, A 
very gratifying increase in the higher sub- 
jeots of common school education is shown 
by the table under this head. 

Troners.—The number of teachers em 
ployed during the year was 8,689—increase. 
124; malo tenchiors, 2,622—increnaso 54 . 
female teachers, 1,067—increase 70. Mem- 
bers of the Oburch of England, 684—decreaso 
82. Roman Catholics, 414—incroaso 18, 
Presbyterians, 995—decrense 98. Methodists, 
1,102—increase 145. Baptists, 224—increaso 
41. Oongregationalists, 92—increase 85. 

Saranizs.—Salaries of f2male teachers 
range from £50 to £125; of male teachers 
from £60 to £850. 

Sonoor Hovsrs, Visrrs, &o,.—Tho Super- 
interdent tells us that the returns in regard 
to school honses, aro so'imperfect, and in- 
volye so many inconsistencies when compar- 
ed with those of the preceding year, as to 
render thom of little value. According to 
the returns roceived, there is a decrease in 
the number of frame school houses of 178, 
and in the number of log school honses of 
128; while there is an increase of 118 in the 
number of brick school honsos, and an in- 
crease of 128 in the number of stono school 
houses, Ho thinks that the returns of 1855 
or 1856 inust be erroneous, as it is unlikely 
that such extensive changes have been made 
inasingle year.

During a recent excursion inthis and 
rome of the New England States, I was 
struck with the comparative pterility of 
Jand which might, by proper cultivation, 
become “the garden of tha world” In- 
stead of socing fields of wheat bearing 30 
bushels to the nore, wo find scarcely 12 to 
16 is the yield; where two tons of hay 
should be ent, hardly ong js the product; 
where thriving frult trees might, be expect 
od, bending beneath tho weight of their de: 
liclous fruit, our eyes are pained by the 
sight of gnarled, stunned, and half-dead 
troos scarcely able to sustain the life of the 
fow curled up leaves that come, forth as if 
to reproach their ownors by. the sight of 
their consumptive appearance. — If they } 
had tongues to speak, how. bitterly would 
they complain of their treatment. Is it 
because riature is so miserly that she does 
not reward man for the labor lie bestows 
on her, or because mah will not fot her 
yiold a bountiful supply in reward for, his 
labor? What is the cause of; this stecility, 
and the complaiats of the farmers that they 
cannot make a living, though they have 
hundreds of nores at their command? It 
is evident thé fault is with themselyes,— 
They attempt the cultivation of roo svoH 
LAND, 
Our farmers have from. 50, to 500, acres 
under what they call cultivation. Still they 
are in debt, re in many cases tho, more 
they possess the worse they areoff, Their 
land is scattered far and near. Two acres 
here, and ten there, instead, of being com- 
pact together. In this.mannor, more time 
is often lost.in going from ong lot to an- 
other, in building the fences of other peo- 
ple, and keeping onttheir cattle, than the 
whole income of the land amounts to, 1 
have myself Jost more timeyin this way in 
asingle year, than it wonld, take, to keep 
ten acres in the finest condition. 
What is the remedy? Sell half of your 
land, and spend the proceeds on the re- 
mainder, and thus; make what you have 
yield a liberal, income... This may appear 
to those who have always “ followed in the 
footsteps. of their forefathers,” of adding 
field to field of theirfarms, as the height of 
folly, but Tam, confident it will be. their 
salvation. There is a good old adage, one 
that should be remembered by farmers as 
well as others, ‘ Neyer attempt too much. 
Depend uponit, there is, no, course 80 suici- 
dal as’ that of owning and attempting to 
cultivate 200 acres, when you can hardly 
do justice:-to 100. , Suppose for instance, a 
man has 50 acres of naturally good land,

BENJAMIN BEDDOME. 


AND ADVANTAGES 
AL OULTIVATION, 


THE PLEASU 
OF MEN 


This is a very wide field, and a very great 
subject. I lave not chosen it for myse f, 
but it has been given to mo, I feel altoge- 
ther incapable of doing justice to it, This 
question natorally divides itself into three 
leads, or divisions, viz: — 

Ist, What is Mind? 

2d, Whiat is the best manner of cultivating 
it? 

8d, What is tho object to be attained by 
suoh cultivation? 

The human mind is an emanation or prin- 
ciple, which is implanted in. us by our 
Jvedtor, It has a general cxistence in the 
whole family of man, and it has a particular, 
separate, and independent existence in every 
human being. Who can tell what the mind 
is, or in what part of the body it is situated? 
Or where the one bogins, and the other 
ends? Or how they exist together? Or 
What conneation, or relationship, exists be- 
tweon them, when death has separated them? 
These enquiries, and many other of a sinilar 
nature, we may find pnt to ourselves, or pro- 
pose them to others, withiont meeting with a 
satisfactory answer. It is by the possession 
of mind, that man is chiefly distinguished 
from the lower animals, and by which his 
rule and supremacy over the brute creation 
becomes established and perpetuated. It is 
the power of mind which has subdued and 
cultivated the earth, and which has turned 
the wilderness into a frnitful fleld, or into 
garden, It is the power of mind which 
builds great cities, which founds great 6m- 
pires, which forms and establishes great na- 
tions, and governments, and which rules or 
regulates the whole atlairs and bnsine: 
the world, It is mind, in fact, which cc 
tutes man. The body of man is but a tene- 
ment of clay, in which the mind has taken 
up its temporary abode. Though the body 
itself is a most adiiirable and wonderfal 
&trocture—and we are not going to depreciate 
it inany way—the body is bat the medinm, 
or instrument, through which the mind oper- 
ates, and through which it communicates 
with its fellow man, or with the outer world. 
There can be no donbt that the mind and the 
body of man are entirely adapted ta each 
other. The one is the moving power, and 
the other is the material, to be acted upon, 
and both of them united, live and move, and 
heve their being, in this wonderful and mys- 
verious world of ours, Life itselfis a great 
mystery. What is man, what was ho made 
for, where did he e me from, and whither is 
he going ?—these are questions which must 
often occur fo us. And no one can answer 
such enquiries, ita conclusive and! sutisfac- 
tory manner, except that great Being from 
whom we all derived onr existence, and unto 
whom we hope to return, ‘The mind of man 
has received the impress of Deity. All its 
faculties and powers ave the offspring of God. 
We are responsible for the use we make of 
both body and mind, and much depends upon 
ourselves, as to what use will bé made of, or 
to what purposes will be applied, that body 
and mind, Soth now and for ever. Itis then 
our highest privilege and duty to ascertain 
the truth, with regard to our own nature, 
om’ own history, and onr own destiny, s> 
that when the present life shall close or ter- 
ininate, we may enter upon immortality. 

Before proceeding further with the subject 
of mental science, we will take some slight 
notice of the design and object of * Mechan- 
ics’ Institutes,” and their general history. 
In the younger days of our fathers, it was 
generally thought, and actually asserted, that 
the wor , (or the “lower orders,” 
as they x called,) were better without 
education, It was supposed that the comn- 
mon people (if educated) would become dis- 
Satisfied and discontented with their low 
condition, aud would become turbulent or 
ambitious, and would therefore not morely 
become unfitted for that state of labor and 
toll which Providence bad imposed upon 
them, but that they would become trouble- 
some and dangerous to their superiors, This 
argument is certainly more applicable to a 
n 


ition of slaves than to a nation of free-born 
iglishmen. Iappily this view of the sub- 
ject is now rejected, and it is now generally 
conceded that education is necessary or de- 
sirable for all ranks or classes of society, and 
that all that is worth pre ng in the laws 
and constitution of Britain, is safer in the 
hands of an educated and mora) people, than 
in the hands of a people ignorant, vicious, 
and deprayed, And it was owing to the 


prevalence of the latter opinion that it began 
to be felt (soon after the groat continental 
war of 1815,) that something must be done 


to educate or improve the laboring classes of 
" 


the community, ‘Mechanics’ Institutes, 
and other means of amelioration and i 
provement, began to be proposed or establi 
ed in various parts of England. Dr, Bi 
beck was, in tho first instance, the most 
prominent man in advocating the claims and 
advantages of these institutions, ‘Several 
other of the leading minds of the country 
then came into the work, untilin most of the 
great cites and towns these institutions were 
founded or ostublished. I very well remem: 
ber being present, on the opening night of 
the “ Moclianics’ Institute” in the great city 


of Manchester, Lord Brouglatn came down | 


from London, and made a speech on the oo- 
casion. His Lordship is a yery wonderful 
old man, and can talk for hours at a time on 
almost any subject that nmy occupy the pub- 
liamind, LHe was introdiced'to the meeting 
by Sir Bonjamin Mey wood, a rich banker of 
that olty, and who occupied the ehair on 
tint finportant evening. His Lordship rose, 
put down lis hat on the table before him, 
and said/he would only ocoupy our attention 
a few minutes, as lie lind not much to say, 
Ho spoke, however, for nearly threo hours. 
Tt was a very warm evening, and the house 
was so crowded, that it was about impossible 
to find a seat in any part of the build'ng. 
His speech was on the goheral advantages of 
edocation, and on the necessity which oxist- 
ed for the establishnient of such institutions 
throughout the country. Since that time the 
cause has beon making continual progress, 
and the numbor of members constantly ins 
croaslng from that time to the pr and 
all thi has effected Immense good to all those 
whe have availed thonselves of such advan. 
taos, and has also exorcised o salutary offeot 
over tho minds of the whole community,

upon them bya good and benevolent Creator, 
in order that they miglit be used for the 
pleastire and advantage of their own times 


and of future genorations. They were right 


in making tse, in the best way they could, of 
their gifts and talents, and in placing their 
works and words upon an imperishable 
record. Snch works will never be allowed 
to die. Many little men criticise and find 
fault with some of these great men—tliese 
giants of bygone ages, but it wonld be better 
for them to keep their own littleness to them- 
selves, 48 they are quite incapable of either 
imitating or approaching them. We have 
no great poets now,—the race seem to have 
died out, We have plagiarists, copyists, and 
imitators, and we have also manufacturers of 
rhyme und verses, but this is not poetry,— 
and there is a charm about old poctry as 
there is about an old church.—there is a 
charm’ in its very antiquity. It is like old 
wine, which is said to be better than that 
which is new. The mind may also be culti- 
yated with pleasure and advantage by ima- 
ginary literature. Some. very good people 
entirely object and disapprove of such pro- 
dnetions, and never read them, and would 
prevent their being read by others, as far as 
they had the power. But we consider this 
view of the matter to be illiberal and narrow- 
minded. There are some authors, in this 
great field of writing, who may be read with 
some profit, and with much pleasure and ad- 
vantage,—and our mitids reqnire relief and 


Aid, that “a lite Knowleige is adan- bchange from the dull cares and realities of 


this life. If novels and romances are real 
expressions of the heart, and mind, and feel- 
ings of man, there is as much reality about 
them as if they were positively existing facts 
or histories. “The romances of the great Sir 
Walter Scott are very magnificent prodne- 
tidns, and I feel sorry for the man who las 
never read them, or who cannot understand 
or appreciate them. Sir Walter takes certain 
facts in history, and he cony to us under 
the garb of romance, all the habits, manners, 
and customs of the people of those times. 
Ilis works way be truly called the ‘‘ Romance 
of Iistory.” He has made all Scotland to be 
enchanted ground, aud some parts of Eng- 
Jand also. Cooper, of America, is another 
great novelist. He is not only the greatest 
who has existed on this side the Atlantic, 
but almost the only one really worth reading. 
There is a flood of “Jiterary garbage” coming 
ont of the New York press, and nine-tenths 
of it, at least, is only fit for the flames, and 


ence atall The objects of the writers of all 
this trash is, that by tickling or gratifying 
the depraved and corrupted stato of the pub- 
lic mind, they may be enabled to make 
money ont of it. But they are certainly mis- 
taken, for the most part uch expectations. 

Dickens is a very favorite author, with 
most young people. His earlier writings are 
cortainly very clever and amusing. But he 
introduces all his old characters over again, 
in a new name or dress, in every new book 
or periodical, which appears. There isa 
certain “ very ood little girl” who makes 
her Appearance upon the stage, every time 
he raises the curtain, And the same with 
all his other characters, His object in writ- 
ing is, that by aking people laugh, he may 
he enabled to make thoney ont of them— 
is some credit due to Dickens, in de- 
parting considerably from the ordinary beat- 
en track of novels and novelists. You know 
there is usually a hero and aherolne. These 
of course, fall desperately in Jove with each 
other, all in proper time and place. They 
are opposed in this, by cruel fathors oF Un- 
cles, who insist upon their marrying certain 
disagreeablo people, for whom they feel tho 
greatest ablorrence. After innumerable

MAJOR EYRE IN OUDE. 


The following is an extract of the des- 
patches from Major Vincent Eyre, artillery, 
commanding a detachment, to Col. Napier, 
military secretary to Sir James Outram, 
KCB, : 

Camp, Koondhun, Puttee, Sept, 11. 
Sin,—The daring inyasion of this terri- 
tory from Oude has been signally pun- 
ished, 

I arrived at Iutgoan Jast evening at 
dusk, where I was joined by Capt. John- 
son's troop of the 12th Irregular Morse (40 
in number), As they had marched 24 

miles, and were in need of rest, L halted 
until about half-past one, at, when we had 
the advantage of moonlight to pursue our 
march to Koondhum Pattee, whore wo ar- 
rived at daybreak. 

The Oude rebels having been apprised a 
little previously of our advance, had fled 
précipitately to their boats, about half a 
mile off, [ ordered the cavalry under Capt. 
Johnson and Lieut, Mayelock to pursue 
them, and I followed up myself, with all 
practical speed, with the infantry and guns, 
We found the cavalry had driven the eno 

iny into the boats, which were fastened to 
the shore, but wera maintaining a brisk 
fire on them from the bank above. On the 
arrival of the detachments of Her Majesty's 
5th Fusileers and 64th Foot, under Capts. 
Jolinson and Turner, the fire of our mus- 
kotry into the densely crowded boats waa 
moat telling; but the enemy still defended 
thomselves to the ttmost, until the guns 
under Lieut, Gordon opened fire, when the 
robols, panic stricken, threw themselves 
into the river. Grape was now showered 
upon them, and a terrific fusilade from the 
infantry and cavalry maintained until only 
& fow scattered survivors escaped. Their 
numbers appeared to be about 890, Pro-

continue the work. Should this prove true, 
there aro many serious questions to be con- 
sidered ore any stand be taken for or against 
such a demand. If tho Company be bank- 
rupt, then it becomes a serious question for 
Canada to consider, whether after all the aid 
that has been givon to this great national 
work, it shall be allowed to go down, and be 
stopped, or supply more money to those who 
havo already squandered millions ia jobbing 
and contracting, or tako the road into our 
own havds, complete it with Provincial mo- 
noy, and manago it for our own, and that of 
the Stockholders’, bonofit, ‘Those aro im- 
portant questions, and must be decided only 
after maturo deliberation. 

While upon this question, we might also 
draw attention to tho bad managemout of 
this road, in ranning the trains, A trav- 
ollor would bo led to bollove that the Grand 
Trunk oast of Toronto had no connection 
whatovor with the rost of tho Road west, 
and that it were managed for tho express 
bonoflt of tho Hotolain Toronto, there bolng 
no connection, For fnstance, a man leaves 
Bollovillo In tho morning at 5 o'clook, arrives 
hore at 10 o'elook, and thon has to lay over 
until 4 o'clock in the afternoon, before he 
can proceood on his Journey wostward.— 
Proclsely the same would it bo with him if 
ho loft by the aftornoon train; then he would 
have to remain in Toronto until the noxt 
morning at 8 o'clock, This arrangoment, it 
must be borne in mind, relates to tho oon- 
nootion with the Toronto and Stratford soor 
tions of the Grand Trunk Road, Tho con 
nections with tho Groat Wostorn aro some- 
what botter, loading many to bollove that 
tho dosire iy to boneflt the Jattor Road in 
| proforenco to tholr own, This may bo obvi- 
atod when tho road is completed to Sarnia,

every tree, and every part of it—others 
have contended that a distance much leas 
is better. My own expesience and obser- 
vations is in favor of close planting, so that 
by tho time trees have got to. their usnal 
size, the limbs of them shall meet and in- 
terlock each other, and the ground under- 
neath will be perfectly shaded. ‘Trees thus 
growing will produce larger and finer fruit, 
and ground thus shaded will not be likely 
to be sapped with the growth of grass or 
weeds, nor parched or dried by the sun, 

A young orchard should always be kept 
under cultivation—it will make an ex 
lent potatoe field for many years, provided 
it is wall manured—and “when it has be- 
come 80 shady that potatoes will not grow, 
then keep it for a summer retreat for your 
hogs. The hogs will keep in good health 
upon the poor apples that fall from the 
trees, and the worm that calculates on a 
resurrection in the form of acureulio, finds 
nought but annihilation in tho jaws of the 
swine. Therefore the result is, aftor-a few 
years, fine fruit without wormy apples. 

Wo never need fear raising too much 
fine fruit—for when such a contingency 
happens, by the aid of steam we can seek 
a market in the islauds of the ocean, or a- 
cross the Atlantic, where American fruit is 
always cheerfully and well received. 


USE OF LIME. 

Lime is a compound of oxygen, anda 
simple body called calcium. ‘To obtain it, 
carbonate of lime must be submitted to the 
action of heat until calcined: the water of 
crystalization escapes in the form of vapor, 
and the result is quick or causticlime. On 
sOme soils it lias been found extremely val- 
able as an ameliorator and fertillizer, On 
grass Jand, an application of lime has fre 
quently avery beneficial effeot.~ It kills 
health, moss, and’sonr and bénty grasses, 
and brings up a sweet and tender herbage 
mixed with white and red clover, more 
greedily eaten and more nourishing to the 
cattle. Indeed, all fodder, whether natural 
or artificial, is said to be sounder and more 
nourishing, when grown upon land to'which 
lime has been abundantly applied. On 
benty grass the richest animal manure of- 
ten produces scarcely any improvement, 
until a dressing of lime has been laid upon 
its surface. 


TO PRESERVE CABBAGES. 

Cut them so that they may have two 
inches stem left below the leaves; scoop 
out the pith as far down as the knife will 
reach ; then suspend them, by means of a 
cord, exactly perpendicular, but in an in- 
verted position and daily fill up the hol- 
low part of the stem with clean water. It 
is stated, that by this metliod, cabbages 
cauliflowers, brocoli, celery &c,, may be pre- 
served for some time in a cool place ; it af- 


fords an easy ineans of keeping a supply of 


green vegetables during the winter,
